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Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed amendments filed 1 1/9/2005 have not been entered because they 
raise new issues that would require further consideration. New issues raised include at 
least the issues cited below. 

2. In claims 1 ,4 and 6-8, the limitation "wherein the parameters include a round trip 
time, a maximum segment size, and one of: (a) an adjustable congestion-evading 
congestion window size for a server terminal utilizing TCP, and (b) a number of 
simulated sessions for a server terminal utilizing UDP" is a new limitation and was not 
previously considered. This amendment changes the scope of the previously presented 
claim by requiring a round trip time and maximum segment size, which were previously 
claimed as optional elements. 

3. With regard to Applicant's assertion that "neither the IBM technical disclosure or 
Jindal explicitly shows a UDP delivery route" (Page 8, Lines 28-29 of Remarks), it is 
noted that such a limitation does not appear in the rejected claims. The only references 
to UDP in the claims are in the alternative, so UDP need not be present in any of the 
references.
